for treatment for injuries suffered 
in an automobile accident tast Sun- 
day, and has undergone a minor 
operation, it became known today. 
Fred L. Black, business man- 
ager of Ford’s weekly, the Dear- 
born Independent, confirmed pre- 
vious reports of the accident, in a 
statement prepared by him and 
other members of the Ford organ- 
ization, 
Account of the Accident. 
The statement given out by Black 
follows: 
“at 8:30 p. m. Bunday, March 
27, a Ford coupe, driven by Hen- 


ry und oeccupied atone by 
him. was forced off the south 
drive of Michigan avenue a few 
feet east of the Rouge River 


bridge and plunged down @ steep 
embankment tInto a _ tree. Mr. 
Ford states that he was forced 
over the embankment by a car 
which came upon him from be. 
hind as he emerged from thc 
driveway of the Ford laboratories 
at Dearborn. After a period of 
daze or unconsciousness, Mr. 
Ford walked with difficulty gev- 
eral hundred feet to ‘the gate- 
keeper on his estate, who sum- 
moned Mra. Ford. Dr. R. D. Me- 
Clure, chief surgeon of the Hen- 
ry Ford Hospital, was immediate- 
ly called and remained with the 
injured man until! Tuesday night 
when he was removed in an am- 
bulance to the Henry Ford Hos- 
pital, where he now is undergo- 
ing treatment. There has been a 
minor operation. Because of the 
lawsuit now in progress and the 
unavoidable and unfounded In- 
ferences that may be drawn, the 
facts were withheld from the 
public, although communicated 
to the Court Monday morning. 
Today, however, it developed that 
the newspapers Rad somehow ob- 
tained information and a state- 
ment was tasued. 

“Mr. Ford strongly deprecates 
the suggestion that the accident 
was the result of intent on any 
one’s part. 

“At present Mr. Ford is reat- 
ing easily and no serious com- 
plications are expected, 


Insists on Going Out Alone. 


“On Sunday night Mr. Ford 
had gone to his garage, taken 
out his coupe and driven alone 
to the Dearborn offices, where 
only watchmen were on duty. 
This custom of roilng about alone 
at all hours has caused concern 
to his friends, but no amount of 
counsel has availed to change it.. 
As a result, only the garage man 
and Mra. Ford knew that he waa 
out, until the gatekeeper'’s alarm 
following the accident.” 

The motor magnate te 64 years 
oid, although alight in bulld. he 
has always been known to have 
a sturdy and wiry constitution and 
ia never known to have been é6er- 
iously ill. .
